California is the only one of the- new 


States that was not originally organized 
as a Territory by Act of Congress. 
By 


the Treaty of Peace signed at Guada 
lupe Hidalgo, February 2, 1848, Califor- 
nia was ceded to the United States by 
Mexico. In September, 1840, a convention 
composed of delegates elected in accord- 
ance with a proclamation issued by Gen- 
eral Riley, met at Monterey and framed 
a constitution, which was adopted at an 
election held in November of that year 
and September 9, 1849, the Stale was ad- 
mitted into tUe Union by Act of Con- 
gresfl, without the formality of a Terri- 
torial organization.
